H o w tho Inventer of the King Drag 
Discovered His Method. 
D. Ward King of Maitland. Mo., in­ 
ventor of tile King method of road 
dragging, has a theory which print i e 
has demonstrated to be correct. It is 
th at all clay and gumbo roads should 
|gi> dragged with a light drag after each 
m in or wet spell. The drag smooths 
down the rough places and fills up the 
ruts. When the sun dries up the road 
It leaves a roadbed as smooth and per­ 
fect as a city street. 
The discovery of this method and the 
more important discovery of Mr. King 
were largely accidental. 
Years ago he 
lived on a small but well improved 
farm near Maitland. 
He was not par­ 
ticularly interested in the good road 
movement as a national or state issue, 
but the four miles of road from bis 
farm to Maitland were of great interest 
to him, says the St. Louis Ulobe-Demo- 
c ra t The road was of that soft, sticky 
red clay that in wet weather clings to 
the wagon wheels in great lumps and 
dry weather is as hard as a rock and 
almost as injurious to wagon tires. 
Passing wagons in wet weather would 
dig deep ruts, aud when the road dried 
up the ruts would remain. At best the ( 
road was very poor. Many times when 
wheat was selling at a good price an I - 
Mr. King had tinily bushels of it the 
road would he so had that he coaid 
I 
not haul it to the market, aud when 
the road finally became passable the ' 
market would be low again. 
After many 
experiments 
he con­ 
structed a small, light drag, using two 
old timbers connected with light strips, 
and began to drag the road in front of 
his residence. 
After each 
rain 
Lie 
would run the drag over it. and when j 
the sun came out and the road dried j 
up it was in perfect condition. 
When 
he began to drag the* road many of his 
neighbors told other neighbors that 
King was crazy. 
Others told King J 
himself that he was crazy. 
Others j 
who did not say anything believed lie ( 
was crazy. But the experiments proved 1 
that King’s method was successful, 
*»and he extended ins operations until 
he vvas dragging all the road In front 
of his farm. 
His neighbors took it up. j 
and iii a few months the road from his . 
farm to Maitland was as good as any 
in Missouri. 
George B. Bills, secretary of the state I 
board of agriculture, heard of 
Mr. J 
King’s good roads methods and invited 
him to speak at the farmers’ institute ; 
In his neighborhood. He accepted, and, i 
being an enthusiast on the subject, lie J 
made several converts, 
lie was en- 
I 
gaged for a series of lectures and has 
turned over his farm to others aud is 
i 
devoting all of his time to preaching j 
the gospel of good roads. 
Good roads 
meetings have been held in various 
parts of Missouri and hundreds of con­ 
verts have been made. 
After every ; 
rain in Missouri hundreds of farmers J 
drag the roads in front of their farms, j 
and the number of these volunteer j 
road workers is increasing every week. I 


Odorless and Dustless Roads. 
Consul T. H. Norton, writing to the 
state department from Chemnitz, Ger­ 
many, says that a Saxon finn has in­ 
troduced a road binding composition 
which has been tried on the macadam­ 
ized streets of Leipzig and other places 
with much success. 
The material is 
thus described: 
It is a mixture of tile heavier resid­ 
ual oils obtained in the distillation of 
coal tar with Jiigh boiling hydrocar­ 
bons. The method pf mixing apparent­ 
ly involves a certain degree of chem­ 
ical combination, iii which phenol and 
similar constituents play a role. The 
fN n u ’iiufactured material is prepared for 
use by heating in iron caldrons, iden­ 
tical with those used for asphalt, to 
temperatures ranging from 212 to 248 
degrees F. (IOO to 120 C.). 
It is then 
sprayed evonjji’ ower the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of ap­ 
paratus and under such high pressure 
that the fluid mass penetrates to a cer­ 
tain distance into the upper layer of 
dust or d irt The result is the forma­ 
tion of a compact lustrous black coat­ 
ing which meets the demands of heavy 
traffic and is not disintegrated into 
dust particles. A marked advantage of 
the new process over the methods hith­ 
erto employed for the same purpose 
and based upon the use of ordinary 
tar is the total absence of odor after 
the application.

ed with independent thought and action, who drives before him that indiffer­ 
ence and apathy which is s o dangerous to ti ie political life of the country. 
A. D. Rogers is an independent force in the political and industrial life of 
W ise co u n ty . 
Ile is valuable because he keeps mfen's minds stirred to ac­ 
tion. to thought along the lines of their political and industrial salvation. 
Mr. Rogers attacks that illiteracy, sloth and negligence which goes to make 
undesirable citizenship. 
In every instance I is views ar** not harm onious 
with those of the people, the common people, among whom he labors for their 
betterment, which is a testimonial to 'he sincerity of his attitudes. 
But 
along fundamental and general lines Mr. Rogers' sympathies are with the 
entire people, and he is constantly engaged in a battle for the elevation of 
the social, political and industrial interests of the constituency among which 
he delights to live. 
There is a pictuiesque fearlessness about the man we 
have come to briefly study—a fearlessness that fascinates and a ttrac ts—a 
quality of magnetism that fixes our attention whether we will or no 
It is 
that species of boldness that dares to stand in the brilliance of the lime­ 
light, undaunted by criticism, hisses and jeers, and which draws forth the 
latent adm iration of every man for the attribute of human courage which ev­ 
ery man does not possess. 
Modern political philosophy bristles with ad­ 
jurations to all men to B and up openly and frankly for what is right in 
politics, religion and everv-day living; but mankind, as modernly constitu­ 
ted, is prone to balk in compliance with such precepts. 
This for numerous 
reasons. 
First, because mankind is inherently lazy; secondly, because it is 
naturally conservative, and. 
lastly, because of its extreme modesty and 
backwardness. 
Out of these promptings come the criticism and deriding of 
those bold characters who have listened to the small voice of conscience and 
struck out openly for a courageous voyage of the seas of public life. 
It is 
because of these prom ptings that the subject of our sketch has been criticis­ 
ed, but it is because of his possession of the courage of his convictions that 
he continue to churn the slovenly waters of our local politics that the cream 
of good things may finally crystalize on top. 
"M r, Rogers was born in Pontotoc county, Miss.. M arch 12, 1866. 
His 
father was a confederate soldier and died a short time prio r to the birth of 
his son. 
His mother was Jennie Allen, of Georgia, who died when Mr. R og­ 
ers was six years old. 
Sixteen years of the latte r’s life was spent on a farm, 
and his few years of schooling were received in country institutions and at 
Lebanon, Tenn. 
His acuteness and knowledge of the world has been gained 
since by self endeavors. 
His young m anhood was spent in various occupa­ 
tions, in clerkships at Louisville, Kv., and as a traveling salesman. 
On 
October I, 1888, Mr. Rogers was m arried to Miss Lila Stone, a daughter of 
Rev. J. B. Stone, who for twenty years was presiding elder in the North 
Miss. M. E. conference. 
Next followed a residence of some years at Ja c k ­ 
son, M iss., where the cotton business employed Mr. R ogers’ attention. 
In 
1 ^ 9 5 he was on the eve of prospecting in the island of Cuba, when he was 
called to San Antonio, Texas, to engage in tile insurance business. 
Later 
on he was transferred to Fort W orth arid given a district m anagership. 
His 
business occasionally called him to Decatur, and he begun to like the people 
and the town, and latterly the people of the county, which led to his casting 
his lot with them in Ja n u ary , 1896. 
F o r awhile he followed clerking and 
merchandising, but in 1898, after a rem arkable race, he was elected county 
treasurer, a position he continued successfully and satisfactorily for four 
years. 
Of late M r. R ogers has traveled for the wholesale firm of Henry 
Sonneborn & ' Co, of Baltimore, from whom it is said he receives a large an­ 
nual salary, and to whom he gives four months of the year 
The rem ainder 
of the time Mr. Rogers devotes to his rath er large property interests in De­ 
catur and vicinity. 
He has an interesting family of seven children, named 
as follows, Christine, Eloise, Shelton, M ary, Corinne, Jess and A. I). J r . —

Think what a decrease in crime, and 
thereby a lessening of the state’s ex­ 
pense there would be if the deadly sa­ 
loons were banished from the state. 
Yes, we could do without the saloon 
license—and then some. 
The advolo- 
rem tax rate could then be lowered 
as state would not have to put out 
one-third the amount now expended in 
supressing crime and punishing crim ­ 
inals.

The use of the heavy ten to eleven 
gravity petroleum has become quite 
general. 
Its superiority has been well 
demonstrated, but there is a wide dif­ 
ference between different oils of this 
gravity and with the- same amount of 
asphaltum. 
Some of that sold is well 
nigh useless, although it is unques­ 
tionably of the specified gravity and 
contains the required percentage of as­

present a surface like asphalt pave­ 
ment is just in its infancy in southern 
California,

In Pasadena there are a num ­ 
ber of streets of this kind, notably 
Madison avenue, prepared at a cost of 
12 cents per square feet and with a 
depth of seven inches of foundation. 
Blocks of this street are scarcely dis­ 
tinguishable 
from 
asphalt 
paving. 
There are others similar, but some are 
not equal to This. 
At the same time 
they are jfifperior to those prepared in 
the old Tay. 
Tb.h new method of macadamizing 
&ri& oiling as laid down in a set of 
Specifications used for a number of 
^ streets may be outlined substantially 
J 
as follows: For the foundation grading 
iff done by the removal of ail earth, 
stone, loose rock, cement, shale, hard­ 
pan, etc., to a depth of seven inches 
below the intended finished surface 
and to a farther depth of two feet be­ 
low the subgrade whenever mud, sand 
or other soil material is encountere d 
the space to be refilled with good 
earth or gravel. 
The whole is rolled 
with a roller of not less than twelve 
tons in weight until the surface is un­ 
yielding, all depressions made by the 
roller being filled up and rolled again. 
All portions that cannot be reached by 
the roller must be tamped solid, and 
the rolling must not be done in wet 
weather or when the ground is soft 
and muddy. 
This subgrade must be 
checked by the street superintendent 
before proceeding with work. 
On this grade a bottom course of 
macadam is laid consisting of stone 
not exceeding three inches in diameter 
and not less than one and a half inch­ 
es. 
This layer will be five inches in 
thickness and is rolled with a twelve 
ton steam roller until the stone ceases 
to sink under the roller or to creep in 
front of it. 
A top course of stone between three- 
fourths of an inch and an inch and a 
half in diameter will cover this to a 
depth of two inches and will be rolled 
as before after a first coating of oil 
(one-half a gallon to the square yard) 
is applied evenly so as to saturate the 
entire top lay«*r. 
Then all voids are 
filled in with rock screenings of the 
same materia! as the macadam not ex­ 
ceeding three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter, with a top dressing of the 
same material laid to the depth of half 
an inch, after which there is given a 
Second coating of oil to the same 
amount as before and the whole rolled 
and tamped until no evidence of the oil 
remains 
on 
the 
surface 
except 
as 
shown in the color of the screenings.
